General Motors talks, increased 
during the weekend, are due to re- 
sume today with both sides still 
far apart on several key issues. 

Nearly half of the steel workers 
who walked out on Jan. 22 are still 
out as fabricating companies insist 
on price raises as high as 35 per 
cent before they sign the contract 
providing on 18% cents an hour 
raise.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.-—-(UP).— 
The Veterans’ League of America 
demanded tonight that Rep. John E. 
Rankin, (D-Miss), resign his chair- 
manship of the House World War 
Veterans’ Legislation Committee on 
the grounds he is to blame for its 
“inertia” and is personally anti- 
Negro and anti-Semitic.
